The movement of outfit cars in passenger-train service 
shall be furnished upon Government transportation requests, 
win ch must indicat clearly the number of the c ir moved, point 
of origin and destination, and the number of persons aboard; 
and all other ranspor ‘cation service shall be covered by 
G-.iverrmnnt bills of lading, which must indicate clearly the 
exact nature of the service performed.
